Report of cases of illness among the crew of the Norwegian bark Tenax 
Propositi at Cape Charles Quarantine. 


CAPE CHARLES QUARANTINE, September 28, 1896. 


Sir: I have the honor to report that the Norwegian bark Tenax Pro- 
positi, twenty-one days out from Cuyo, Mexico, reached this station on 
the 18th instant, bound for Hamburg, with the dead body of the mas- 
ter on board, 1 sailor in a dying condition, and 3 others sick. The 
master was ill fourteen days, the sailor, who died on the night of the 20th, 
had been sick twenty-one days. All were taken sick in same way— 
diarrhea, severe abdominal pains, exhaustion, and fever. I consid- 
ered the illness due to some poison in the water taken on at Cuyo. An 
autopsy held on the sailor who died in quarantine revealed ulcers along 
the course of the cecum, colon, and rectum, some nearly perforating 
and having caused an adhesive peritonitis. Liver and kidneys normal ; 
bladder distended with urine, and stomach normal. The bark is now 
at Fishermans Island with crew ashore, and is being disinfected with 
Acting Assistant Surgeon Old in charge. On the 2ist 2 more of the 
sailors were taken sick in the same way, with diarrhea and severe 
abdominal pains.

Eeypt.—From August 11 to 17, 2 cholera cases and 9 cholera deaths 
were reported at Cairo; in the district of Sohag, 19 cases, 39 deaths ; 
in the city of Keneh, 62 cases, 140 deaths; in Tama, 88 cases, 164 
deaths. From August 16 to 22, at Alexandria, 32 cases, 26 deaths. From 
August 15 to 21, in the district of Tanta, 35 cases, 25 deaths ; in Kafr- 
el-zayat, 31 cases, 29 deaths; in the city of Rosetta, 3 cases; city of 
Damietta, 2 cases, 12 deaths; Port Said, 3 cases, 2 deaths ; Mit 
Ghamr, 1 case, 6 deaths; in 40 other districts and cities, 166 cases, 397 
deaths. The total number of cholera cases and deaths reported in 
Egypt up to August 21, is 18,544 and 15,393, respectively ; in Alexan- 
dria, during the same period, 1,002 cases, 847 deaths. 

East INDIES—Caleutta.—From July 19 to 25, and from July 26 to 
August 1, there were, respectively, 5 and 8 deaths from cholera.

Sanitary report from Rio de Janeiro. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, September 1, 1896. 

Str: I have the honor to transmit the report for the week ended 
August 29, 1896: 

There were 5 deaths from accesso pernicioso, an increase of 2; 1 from 
yellow fever, the same as in the foregoing week; 3 from smallpox, an 
increase of 2; 6 from beriberi and 1 from influenza, none in the fore- 
going week ; 6 from enteric fever, an increase of 4; none from scarlet 
ever, 1 in the foregoing week, and 47 from tuberculosis, an increase of 
18. From all causes there were 265 deaths, an increase of 45. 

There is no disease here now considered epidemic; the fluctuations in 
the total deaths are usual, and without any specified reason. 

Since last report the following-named ships have been inspected and

Suspicious fever in Guatemala. 


GUATEMALA, September 3, 1896. 
Sr1r: I have to report that there exists in this Republic a great deal of 
fever. Although it may not be the same as the yellow fever known on the 
Atlantic Coast of the United States and Mexico, it is none the less fatal, 
the main difference being the absence of the black vomit. It has been 
known in this Republic as pernicious fever. For the first time, in last 
night’s Diario, I see 1 death reported as fiebre amarilla, or yellow fever, 
at Salama. It attacks men, as a rule, and those who are given to drink 
succumb immediately. The crisis is usually on the third or fourth day. 
It is absolutely impossible to obtain any medical statistics whatsoever. 
I have enjoined strict vigilance on the part of the agents at all the 
ports as to the bills of health, and hope that nothing will occur to oblige 
the authorities at San Francisco to establish a quarantine against any of 
the ports of this Republic.

Smallpox and yellow fever in Ouban seaports. 


HABANA, CuBA, September 25, 1896. 
Str: There were 224 deaths in this city during the week ended Sep- 
tember 24, 1896. Thirty-nine of those deaths were caused by yellow 
fever, with 42 new cases approximately ; 32 were caused by smallpox, 
with approximately 210 new cases; 6 were caused by enteric fever, 3 
by so-called pernicious fever, 4 by paludal fever, 1 by diphtheria, 6 by 
dysentery, 13 by enteritis, 1 by the grippe, 1 by glanders, 1 by pneu- 
monia, and 41 by tuberculosis. Thirty-five of the 39 deaths during the 
week from yellow fever occurred in the military hospital, with 30 new 
cases; the remaining 4 deaths, with 12 new cases, were among civilians 
in the city. All of the 32 deaths by smallpox, except 1, as well as the 
new cases, were among civilians. The above deaths from smallpox do 
not comprise those dying of that disease in Regla, on the opposite side 

of the harbor, and other towns a few miles away.

The increase in the number of cases in 1895 over that of the pre- 
ceding year is to be attributed partly to the considerable diffusion of 
the disease in Cuxhaven and partly to extensive infection of milk, which 
was observed in August and September. . 


TYPHOID IN ALTONA. 


In spite of the considerable decrease in typhus in Altona since 1893, 
there was a slight transient increase of cases in the beginning of the 
current year. In 1893 and 1894 the increase showed itself in February ; 
in 1895 in April. The connection between the appearance of the dis- 
ease and the water supply from the Altona waterworks in Blankenese 
has been noticed in previous reports.

Sanitary measures in force in Mexico. 


{Extract from message of President of 1898)" opening of Congress, September 16, 
896. 


Although Mexico has no direct communication or traffic with Egypt, where the Asiatic 
cholera prevails to an alarming extent, the Executive has taken suitable precautions to 
obviate even the remote contingency of our country being invaded by that epidemic, 
through foreign ships touching at Egyptian ports. 

The sanitary conditions of the capital have not changed materially. Comparing the

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mortality of the first half of 1895 with the corresponding period of the present year, it 
appears that the comparison is unfavorable to the latter. But the increase has been 
slight, and the same may be said of the cases of mortality from typhus. This disease 
has not appeared in the epidemic form since 1893, although several cases occurred in the 
municipal prison in the month of July last. But as care was taken immediately to 
remove the patients to the Juarez Hospital, and as all the departments of the prison were 
carefully disinfected, the disease was successfully stamped out. 

With the view of diminishing the number of smallpox cases amongst foreigners resid- 
ing in our country, it was decided to publish, at the suggestion of the superior board 
of health, an advertisement in the Diario Oficial, inviting the natives of other countries 
to be vaccinated or revaccinated. It was also decided to distribute a printed warning 
to the same effect in several languages, among foreigners arriving at the ports or frontier 
towns of the Republic. 

Considering that the numerous hovels used as dwelling places in certain portions of 
the city were unfit for that purpose, and did not satisfy the requirements of the sanitary 
code, the government of the district was instructed to order the removal and destruction 
of said hovels. 

The general regulations for abattoirs in the federal district and territories, under 
article 241 of the sanitary code, have been issued. 

The service of disinfection is being performed with entire regularity, and certain 
alterations have been made in the building where the steam disinfector is situated.

The highest rate was recorded 
in Liverpool, viz, 23.1, and the lowest in Derby, viz, 8.7 a thousand. 

London.—One thousand two hundred and fifty-one deaths were regis- 
tered during the week, including measles, 12; scarlet fever, 18; 
diphtheria, 48; whooping cough, 31; enteric fever, 14, and diarrhea 
and dysentery, 61. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 14.8athousand. In greater London 1,644 deaths were registered, 
corresponding to an annual rate of 13.9 a thousand of the population. 
In the ‘outer ring” the deaths included 10 from diphtheria, 5 from 
measles, and 5 from whooping cough. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended September 12 in the 16 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 21.1 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Wexford, viz, 0.0, and the highest in Armagh, 
viz, 28.0a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 146 deaths were registered, 
including scarlet fever, 2; enteric fever, 5; whooping cough, 6. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended September 12 correspond to an annual rate of 15.9 a thousand of 
the population, which is estimated at 1,518,347. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Paisley, viz, 12.8, and the highest in Perth, viz, 20.5 a 
thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
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was 465, including scarlet fever, 10; diphtheria, 4; measles, 14, and 
whooping cough, 6.
